This letter is a follow-up to my letter to you regarding the evaluation of the Cheverly
Gardens community along US 50, in Prince George’s County, for a sound barrier. [ appreciate
your patience while we performed the evaluation. -

In order for a community to be considered for a State funded sound barrier, the majority
of the impacted homes must predate the original construction of the highway, noise levels must
equal or exceed the 66 decibel impact threshold, and we must be able to build an effective barrier
for a reasonable cost. Our records indicate that the Forest Road portion of the Cheverly Gardens
community was developed after the completion of US 50 in 1958. Based on this information, we

- cannot consider this area for a sound barrier. The evaluation also looked at the Oak Street area.
The majority of residences along Oak Street were built before US 50, and further analyses
determined that several homes do experience noise levels in excess of 66 decibels. Although
there is, therefore, a noise impact, the cost of a barrier to protect these residences would exceed
our $50,000 per residence maximum cost criterion. The Oak Street portion of the Cheverly
Gardens community therefore does not meet the cost criterion and is not eligible for a barrier.

The Fullerton community was initially evaluated for a sound barrier in 1994 and has
since been re-evaluated several times to determine if the area qualifies for a sound barrier. One
of the key criteria for an area to qualify for a sound barrier is that the majority of the affected
homes must predat, the original highway construction. The most recent evaluation determined
that the majority of the homes on St. Thomas Drive and Fltch Avenue were built in the 1970s,
and the opening date for I-695 is 1962.

Ms. Gloria Kelly, a resident in the community, indicated that several homes were
relocated from. the path of the construction of I-695. We have identified seventeen homes in the
Fullerton commumty Nine of the seventeen homes predate the Beltway. A total of five homes
are experiencing noise levels at or above the impact threshold of 66 decibels. Of these five
homes, however, only one predates [-695. Since the majority of the homes that are 1mpacted
were built after I-695, the community does not meet the basic date criterion.

One of Mrs. Kelly’s concerns is the effect that improverrients to Belair Road have had on
the level of noise in the community. These improvements changed the merge from the ramp
onto northbound Belair Road from a yield/stop-and-go situation to a through lane. The effect of
this improvement on noise levels was very minor and not sufficient to warrant a sound barrier.

Based on this information, the Fullerton community is not eligible for a sound barrier. If
at some future date I-695 is widened in this vicinity, the area could be eligible for a sound
barrier. This determination would be made at such time as the design for any future
improvements are undertaken. At this point, we have no immediate plans for expansion of

I-695 in this area.

Of the 12 closest homes only 5 predate.

[a 1,200’ barrier at 18' tall x $16.54 = $357,264 /5 benefitting homes = $71,452.80 per residence] The

Thank you for your recent letter regarding additional noise measurements for the Kirkley
Road community along US 50 in Anne Arundel County. 1 appreciate your concern over highway
noise in this area.

The noise level data, which was collected in the Kirkley Road area, indicate that the noise

impact threshold of 66 decibels is only exceeded at two locations in the community. One of these
‘ areas is at the home at 246 Kirkley Road and the other is at a point in the community along the

highway right of way where Kirkley Road turns to the west. The home at 246 Kirkley Road was
built in 1988, which is after the 1954 opening date for US 50. While a number of homes in the
area do predate the construction of US 50, several noise analyses showed these homes are
receiving noise levels below the impact threshold. As a result, the Kirkley Road area does not
meet the criteria outlined in the State’s Sound Barrier Policy and cannot be considered for a
sound barrier.

Schools and historic homes are considered in sound barrier evaluations if they experience
noise levels above the impact threshold. Since, in this instance, noise levels do not exceed this
threshold; we are unable to base our decision on the presence of such buildings. Although1
recognize the residents may not agree with our data, these data reflect the use areas within the
community. At this point, additional measurements would not change our conclusion that the
community is ineligible for a sound barrier.

The Kirkley Road community was evaluated for sound barriers in the 1981 Final
Environmental Impact Statement (FEIS) prepared for the most recent expansion of US 50. That
expansion relocated the mainline of US 50/301 about 165 feet away from the Kirkley Road
community. The FEIS showed a one-decibel decrease would occur as a result of the road
relocation. One of the criteria for a barrier, in place at the time the decision was made regarding
barriers along this section of US 50, was that future noise levels increase by at least 5 decibels as
a result of the highway improvements. Since such an increase was not anticipated, a barrier was

. not approved for this area.

concerns of Mr. Duel L. Grogan about inclusion of “jake braking” with respect to noise
measurements for the Wishing Rock community along MD 10. I appreciate your concern on

- behalf of Mr. Grogan.

Representatives from our Office of Environmental Design met in September with residents
in the Wishing Rock community to discuss their concerns about highway traffic noise. The
concern about noise from “jake braking” by trucks on MD 10 was raised by the residents at that
time. Recognizing the concerns of the residents, two 24-hour and several 15-30 minute noise
measurements were performed to determine the extent of the noise impact upon area homes.

The noise impact level which is used for highways is an equivalent level which takes into
account all of the sound energy that occurs during the time that noise levels are measured. This
accounts for both steady stream noise and individual peak noise occurrences such as the use of
engine or “jake” brakes by trucks. With that said, it is worth mentioning that because “jake
braking” occurs relatively infrequently, it will not significantly influence the overall equivalent or
average noise level. And noise mitigation techniques will not substantially reduce “noise events”
such as jake braking, sirens and other loud noises.

The homes that predate the highway are currently experiencing noise levels of 63 decibels
(dBA), which is below the State’s impact threshold of 66 dBA. Unfortunately, since the Wishing
Rock community does not meet the impact threshold criterion for consideration of a barrier, we
are unable to offer any remedy in this situation.

We recognize our current Capital program of $2.6 million does not equal the
required 20 percent match of the current estimated construction cost of the nine barriers
as noted on the enclosure. We believe that the barrier construction cost may be
conservative. With an eight percent reduction in the total construction cost, the:
County’s $2.6 milfion would fund the local share for all nine barriers. Should the
construction cost remain the same or increase, we propose a priarity list for sound
parrier construction be developed by the State and approved by the County. This
priority list and refined cost estimates would be the basis for either seeking additional
funding or deferring one or more barriers until the funding becomes available.

Further, given the proliferation of less than aesthetically pleasing sound barriers
in the Metropolitan area, the County believes that it is time to addrass the issue of
sesthetics. We suppart and appreciata the opportunity to have demonstration sound
barriers using brick or a brickike facing constructed in Prince George’s County in
jocations we can mutually agree upon. As part of this demonstration projoct, we would
expect that the County would fund 20 percant of tha currently estimated cost to
construct brick or brick-like sound barriers at the locations identified on the enclosed
chart.

In addition, we request the State to construct the remaining sound barriers using
the artistic treatments developed by Brentwood artist Steven Weitzman. It is our
understanding that there is little or no additional cost to use these artistic elements, for
which form liners already exist over the cost of the standard State sound barrier.

The State Highway Administration has completed its evaluation of the Birmingham
Estates, Forest Park, and Home Acres communities, adjacent to the I-95 and MD 212 interchange
in Prince George’s County, for a sound barrier. I appreciate the opportunity to provide you with
the results of this evaluation.

The Birmingham Estates, Forest Park, and Home Acres communities were evaluated to
determine if all of the following technical criteria were met: that the majority of the affected
homes in the community were built prior to the highway; that existing noise levels equal or
exceed the 66 decibel impact threshold; and whether an effective barrier can be built for a
maximum of $50,000 per benefited residence. We determined that the majority of the homes do
predate the construction of the highway and that noise levels are equal to or exceed the impact

threshold.

Two possible locations for a barrier were analyzed, one along the highway and the other
along the property lines of the affected homes. Both analyses showed that a sound barrier would
not provide a 7 to 10 decibel noise reduction at those residences experiencing the highest levels
of noise. It is important that we be able to achieve an effective reduction in the noise levels in a
given community for a sound barrier to be considered feasible. In addition, the option along the
highway would exceed our maximum cost criterion. Based on this information, the Birmingham
Estates, Forest Park, and Home Acres communities were judged not to meet the criterion for
barrier effectiveness and cannot be considered for a sound barrier under the State’s Sound Barrier

Program.

Thank you for your recent letter regarding funding of Prince George’s County’s share of
the cost of sound barriers that have been identified as meeting the State’s eligibility criteria. We
_ certainly appreciate the difficulties the County may encounter in allocating limited funds between
sound barriers and transportation improvements, since we have been making these difficult
decisions on a statewide basis for the last several years.

In regard to the availability of funds for the State’s 80 percent share, we do not expect to
[‘ be in a position to fund any of these six barriers until FY 2003 at the earliest. Funding could be

spread out over several years, after that date, if that will make the financing of the County’s share
more manageable. We look forward to receiving more information about your schedule for
providing the local match for these six barriers.

‘With regard to transportation improvements in Prince George’s County, we intend to
continue to address priorities on the County’s priority list as revenues become available. We have
found the Prince George’s County Transportation Oversight Committee to be a particularly
valuable forum for developing consensus, among County elected officials, regarding project
priorities. Of course, the order in which projects are programmed will, to a certain extent, be
influenced by availability of special funding from federal or private sources. Our ability to address
additional projects will also be a direct function of our success in obtaining a revenue increase, as
well as of the magnitude of that increase. With regard to transportation priorities within Prince
George’s County, it would be helpful to receive confirmation of the relative priority of access
improvements, both to the National Harbor development and to the proposed joint-use
development at the Greenbelt Metrorail MARC station.

. Your desire that we develop more aesthetically pleasing sound barriers has been noted. In
urban areas, such as along the Capital Beltway, we are unfortunately constrained by the area that
is available for setbacks and landscaping. On the other hand, we are developing new aesthetic
treatments for use in future projects.

Thank you for providing me with the 1998 list of new sound
barriers proposed for construction in Prince George's County
along State highways. We are pleased that the State Highway
Administration initiated the required studies to determine where
warranted and eligible sound barriers are needed in the County.
The provision of sound barriers is important to the continued

‘ health and welfare of our citizens and is equally important to

maintaining the value of their properties.

As you may understand, I was surprised to see that the cost
of the six barriers noted is nearly $10 million. My surprise was
immediately followed by concern about the County's ability to
fund the nearly $2 million required by State policy as the
County's share. This concern includes the need to choose between
doing work on County roadways using general obligation bond
revenue (which is retired with property taxes) and using these
funds for building State highway projects such as sound barriers.
I am equally concerned for the citizens who need the sound
parriers and for our other citizens and businesses who pay County
property taxes and rightfulliy expect improvements to the County's
transportation system for those taxes.

Tt would be most helpful to me if you would provide some
insight as to how your Department intends to address County
transportation priorities and funding concerns as they affect the
implementation of the County's long-standing State priority
projects. This information is key to the refinement of
priorities and funding strategies. We would like tO work with
you to find some way of addressing our long-standing priority
State highway projects; our sound barrier needs; and the needed
safety and service highway improvements on other State secondary
highways that are provided in the System Preservation Program.

A barrier for the inner loop can be built within the existing right of
way, but will necessitate the construction of the retaining wall required to accommodate
future widening for the Inner Loop. According to Bo Ward, of the Office of Highway
Development, recent downward estimate adjustments for structure work have opened the
project budget to allow for both proposed barriers and related retaining walls.

I recommend that the noise barrier and retaining wall for the inner loop be added
to the project.

The Birmingham Estates, Forest Park, and Home Acres communities were evaluated to
determine if all of the following technical criteria were met: that the majority of the affected
homes in the community were built prior to the highway; that existing noise levels equal or exceed
the 66 decibel impact threshold; and whether an effective barrier can be built for a maximum of
$50,000 per benefited residence. We determined that the majority of the homes do predate the
construction of the highway and that noise levels are equal to or exceed the impact threshold.

Two possible locations for a barrier were analyzed, one along the highway and the other
along the property lines of the affected homes. Both analyses showed that a sound barrier would
not provide a 7 to 10 decibel noise reduction at those residences experiencing the highest levels of
noise. It is important that we be able to achieve an effective reduction in the noise levels in a
given community for a sound barrier to be considered feasible. In addition, the option along the
highway would exceed our maximum cost criterion. Based on this information, the Birmingham
Estates, Forest Park, and Home Acres communities were judged not to meet the criterion for
barrier effectiveness and cannot be considered for a sound barrier under, the State’s Sound Barrier

Program.

' 1. Page 2-- Under the paragraph on Type I barriers, we suggest that the word
constructed be changed to considered. Additionally, there is a provision in our policy
that we will consider construction of Type I barriers in advance of the highway
improvements if funds area available and the County agrees to fund 20% of the cost.
All other Type I barriers do not require a local cost share.

2. Page3(a) (1) While the State Highway Administration’s retrofit (Type II) sound
barrier program is limited to those interstate and fully access controlled freeways, we
would hope that the County apply the requirements to any new development
regardless of whether it is on a state highway. Decision making for new residential
development along State highways like MD 43 should consider the potential noise
impact. If new development is built without consideration of noise, people will likely
be impacted, with no potential for relief from the State.

3. References to noise levels should be defined as dBA. The A weighting scale is the one
used for describing highway noise because it most closely approximates the human
response to noise. '

4. The propbsed amendment does not address the possibility of new school development,
private or public adjacent to.a highway. We suggest that this should be included as a
sensitive receptor.

5. Page 5 (4)-- The State Highway Administration is willing and.open to coordinating
with Baltimore County on the review of noise attenuation reports. We would not
want this section to be interpreted that the State has approval authority in this
process.

6. The draft amendment does not specifically address the specifics of the noise impact
assessment that will be required. We feel that the analysis should be based upon the
maximum noise which could be generated from the particular highway in question.

The State Highway Administration (SHA) has completed its sound barrier evaluation for
the Rolling Hills community, adjacent to I-495 in Montgomery County. Iappreciate the
opportunity to provide you with the results of this evaluation.

The residences along Glenmoor Drive, adjacent to the 1-495 outer loop, were evaluated by
SHA to determine if the technical criteria for a Type II, or retrofit, sound barrier were met. In
order for a community to be eligible for the State's Sound Barrier Program, the majority of the
affected homes must predate the highway; existing noise levels have to equal or exceed the 66
decibel (dBA) impact threshold; and we must be able to build an effective barrier for less than
$50,000 per benefited residence. Although we found that a majority of the residences predated
the original highway and noise levels do equal or exceed the 66 dBA impact threshold, our
analysis of barrier options found that a sound barrier which would provide meaningful noise
reduction would cost over $124,000 per residence. Based on this information, the Rolling Hills
community is not eligible for a sound barrier, because the cost of a barrier exceeds the maximum
allowable cost provided by our policy.

Thank you for your recent letter regarding a sound barrier issue in Grantsville near
[-68 in Garrett County. I appreciate the opportunity to respond to your concerns.

. Maryland is one of the leading states in the construction of sound barriers to reduce the .
effects of highway noise on communities. The decisions on where sound barriers are built are
based upon the State's Sound Barrier Policy. A legislative panel was convened in 1996 to help
the Maryland Department of Transportation update the policy that had been established in 1987.
This policy review was very extensive and addressed a range of topics, including what sorts of
communities should be eligible, definitions of "impact," cost considerations, and local noise-

control requirements.

While I certainly appreciate your concern that the cost per benefited residence is too low,
the review panel thought that the $50,000 limit was a fair one that would take into consideration
the range of situations across the State. In fact, we receive comments similar to yours from
urban areas as well. The current limit actually reflects an increase from the $40,000 maximum
contained in our 1987 policy. The result of this raise in the allowable cost per benefited
residence was to open the program up to some communities that might not have met the $40,000
limit. Unfortunately, the Grantsville area contains too few homes that would benefit from a
sound barrier; as a result, the cost of a barrier would exceed the $50,000 limit.

Thank you for your recent letter regarding a sound barrier for the Auth Village
community along I-95/1-495 in Prince George’s County. You wrote on behalf of Mr. Frank
Vispo, who lives in that community.

In his November 13, 1998 letter to Mr. Vispo, former Transportation Secretary David L.

Winstead announced that, under our current policy, the Auth Village community met all of the

‘ technical requirements for a sound barrier. Meeting the technical requirements is the first step.
The next step is for Prince George’s County to agree to fund 20 percent of the sound batrier’s
cost. Once this commitment is made, the schedule for both design and construction will be
determined when funds are available in the State’s capital budget. We have written to County
Executive Wayne K. Curry to inform him that a number of communities in Prince George’s
County, including Auth Village, are eligible for sound barriers, as well as to advise him of the
estimated cost of these barriers. This information will aid the County in its efforts to budget for
the local match. |

Maryland is one of the leading states in the construction of sound barriers to reduce the
effects of highway noise on communities. Still, we cannot afford to provide sound barriers for
every community that requests them. Because the demand is so great and the cost for sound
barriers is substantial, there must be guidelines for the decisions on approval of barriers. In
1996, a legislative panel was convened to assist the Department with the review of our Sound
Barrier Policy to determine where revisions were needed. Some of the topics that were
addressed included what type of communities should be eligible, impact definitions, cost
considerations, and local noise control requirements. One of the points considered was the cost
of the barrier per affected residence. The cost ceiling was raised from $40,000 to $50,000 per
affected residence and, as a result of this change, the Auth Village community now meets the

technical requirements for a sound barrier.

When State Highway Administration (SHA) staff explored the feasibility of screen
plantings, they determined that there already was a fairly substantial area of trees, and that it was
not possible to plant more. We recognize the impact the residents of Auth Village experience,
and we will work to provide the funding for a barrier once we have received the County’s
commitment on the local funding share.

Thank you for your recent letter, on behalf of Ms. Susan Stevens and the Woodholme
: Green Homeowners Association, regarding noise issues along the I-695 inner loop between the
. 1-795 and MD 140 interchanges in Baltimore County. I appreciate the opportunity to respond to
your inquiry. '

In 1997, the State Highway Administration (SHA) evaluated the Woodholme Green
community under the Type II, or retrofit, comiponent of the State’s Sound Barrier Program.
Under those criteria, the community would have to predate the system opening date for 1-695,
which is 1962. Our records indicate that the Woodholme Green community began construction
in 1991. Since the date criterion is not met, we are unable to consider the Woodholme Green

. community further.

Currently, we have no plans to expand I-695 south from the MD 140 interchange. If we
were to pursue such a project, we would, as part of the project’s environmental analysis, evaluate
the noise impact such a widening might have. The Woodholme Green community would then be
reevaluated under our Program’s Type I criteria, which apply when an existing community may
be affected by the improvement of an adjacent highway. The Beltway widening, to which you
refer in your letter, was not in the neighborhood of Woodholme Green, and I-795 has not been
expanded.

This letter is a follow up to your recent telephone conversation with Mr. Charles B.
Adams, our Director of Environmental Design. The discussion with Mr. Adams involved the
noise barrier along US 29 northbound between MD 216 and Johns Hopkins Road. The proposed
noise barrier will be constructed with the US 29 median widening and MD 216 interchange
project. Mr. Adams promised to send you a status report. Here are the details about this project.

The US 29 project at MD 216 involves the construction of a grade-separated interchange
and the addition of a third lane on US 29 north and southbound. The project also proposes to
close the US 29 intersections with Hillcrest Drive and Hammond Drive. These closures are part
of the Maryland State Highway Administration’s (SHA) plan for controlling access along US 29
to improve safety.

The engineering for the interchange and median widening project is complete. The project
is advertised for bids and bids will be opened later this month. The Notice to Proceed for
construction is anticipated to be given to the successful bidder by June 1. The final design of the
proposed noise wall is currently underway. Final noise barrier construction documents will be
completed by Summer and will be added to the interchange construction project.

The majority of the project can be built without changing the existing traffic operations.
This work is known as Phase One. Phase One operations are expected to be under way for
approximately one year. Phase One includes construction of temporary intersections north and
south of the existing US 29/MD 216 intersection. During Phase Two, traffic will be rerouted to
these temporary intersections using portions of the future interchange ramps. It is during this
phase that the proposed bridge over the existing US 29 intersection at MD 216 will be
constructed. Completion of Phase Two is expected to occur in late 2000. The contract
documents require the contractor to complete all work no later than June 30, 2001.
